I 
intended to put on* frame in the middle 
of a fall hiv* bat accidentally left out 
2 fan** at lit* aid*, and this hiv* wt* 
put io th* cellar until the latter part of 
Jan., when it wa* brought out where it 
ha* rraained sine* that time. Sine* 
staadiaf oat in (U* very open condi- 
tion, the mereurv bat fallen to 5 degrees 
b*l«w tero. I fonnd the clutter right 
on M* aide of th* comb of grape sugar, 
which WM about half used ap, and die 
two eottb* right along tide of it about 
i ilUed with brood which was hatching 
oat. Kverylhiag about tho hive indi- 
cated perfect health. There were very 
few Mad bees. Th* grape cugar was 
softened bj the heat of th* clutter and 
th* bee* wen feeding on it 


In another hivo, I put a frame of 


grape tagar in ifc* center of 4 combs 
uf boncy, a division board on each aide 
of th*a* combs, and then filled the re- 
Miateg ipao* on each side, about 21 
iDeh**, with chaff. This hiv* has stood 
out all winter, th* lamperatur* falling 
to (rot* 18 degree* to 26 degree* below 
**ro, aoeordiag to different thermome- 
ter*. Oa waaiinatioft to-day, I find 
th* OMdition of thit hive alsurt exact- 
ly th* aact* as th* other, except that the 
If* fraoi** on on* aid* of th* grape 
•ogw WCN •ore than half fall of 
saj>**j brood, th* fram* next to the di- 
vi*io« board having brood oo both sid«*.
